“The Sopranos” slunk 
away with a whimper. And “Six Feet Under”? Buried in the HBO 
archives. 

Yup, many of my favorite shows are long dead—living on in zombie 
form in my DVD collection. Of course, there are great network shows 
coming back this fall, “30 Rock” among them. But I cannot live on Liz 
Lemon alone. 

Where’s the profanity, the nudity, the murder? Answer: “True 
Blood.” 

For those who hate the show, I can’t exactly blame you. At first, I 
found it super soapy, but about five episodes in, I was hooked like a 
werewolf on V. 

I love Lafayette, feel sorry for Sam and am positively knock-kneed 
over Viking vamp Eric. And Jessica? Love. Her. If the fiery-haired 
baby vamp weren't the property of Bill, I’d adopt her myself. 

But it’s prime time for some tough love, especially in light of this 
week’s Comic-Con debut of “True Blood” the comic-book series.

Rutina Wesley’s acting

for a church play. She’s all trembling lips and dramatic chipmunk-esque 
expressions. Did you see her this week? Gah! And that ever-changing 
accent. I'd like the name of her dialect coach. Foghorn Leghorn, per- 
haps? The only thing worse than Tara is her mother, a Bible-beating, 
scenery-chewing fugitive from a’Tyler Perry film. They should either 
kill’Tara off or turn her into a supernatural creature that cannot talk. 


Sookie’s pluckiness 

I’m not buying that Anna Paquin is hot enough to lock down the lust 
of nearly every other character, living or dead, up to and including 
Alcide, the hottest werewolf in the world. And it’s not all about aes- 
thetics; her persona leaps over the line between endearing and annoy- 
ing. It may be the fault of the plot, but I’m tired of her pushy, plucky 
heroine act.

Maybe United or American Airlines can sponsor an up- 
coming episode that features the family getting a one-way flight out 
of Bon Temps. I’m guessing more than one “True Blood” fan would 
spring for these beggars’ baggage fees.

Jury preparing for full day 
of Blago closing arguments

Closing arguments could be given to the jury in a single 
day, U.S. District Judge James Zagel said Thursday after 
taking time estimates for the remarks from lawyers in 
Rod Blagojevich’s corruption trial. 

Based on the lawyers’ estimates, jurors are in for an 
earful—more than a combined 6 1/2 hours of argument. 

The judge tentatively set closings for Monday morning. 

The closings will start with Assistant U. S. Atty. Chris- 
topher Niewoehner. That argument could run more 
than two hours. 

Attorney Michael Ettinger, who is representing 
Blagojevich’s brother, Robert, then will address the jury 
for an estimated hour. 

He will be followed by Sam Adam Jr. for the former 
governor. Zagel noted Adam has been a “practitioner of 


the repetition style” of lawyering, so he asked for a spe- 
cific time frame for Adam’s remarks. 

Another Blagojevich lawyer, Aaron Goldstein, said 
the closing argument by his colleague could last 2 1/2 
hours. 

“You're sure it’s that small a period of time?” Zagel 
quipped. 

“If your honor would like more, we certainly can ac- 
commodate you,” Goldstein said to laughter in the 
courtroom. 

Assistant U.S. Atty. Reid Schar said he will give the 
government’s rebuttal argument. He said he could need 
more than an hour. 

Zagel said he would press to have the jury hear every- 
thing in one day. 

That likely means deliberations would start Tuesday.

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Colleagues recall veteran 
officer’s calming influence

Officer Michael Bailey was known for his 
calming presence on the midnight shift in the 
Central District downtown. He was easily the 
quietest officer, but not too quiet to crack a 
few jokes or offer stressed officers a heartfelt, 
“Are you OK?” 

“He tried to make sure everybody else was 
OK,” Officer Germaine Wrencher said. “It 
doesn’t take much to send you over the edge, 
so we try not to concentrate too much on the 
heavy part” of police work. 

Wrencher was among hundreds of officers 
attending a wake Thursday at Leak & Sons 
Funeral Home for Bailey, who was fatally shot 
Sunday morning in an apparent robbery at- 
tempt. He is the third Chicago police officer 
killed in the past two months. Bailey’s funeral 
will take place at 10 a.m. Friday at St. Sabina 
Catholic Church, 1210 W. 78th Place. 

Inside the funeral chapel, police honor 
guards stood at each end of Bailey’s open cas- 
ket. His police hat, a wooden baton and white 
gloves were laid atop the casket. 


An inscription inside Bailey’s coffin read, 
“Let the work that I’ve done speak for me.” 

Outside the funeral home during the visita- 
tion, Police Superintendent Jody Weis joined 
members of an interfaith group who called on 
the community to help solve the murder. The 
reward rose Thursday to $70,000 after a blog 
dedicated to disabled police officers contrib- 
uted $5,000, police said. 

“Somebody knows who did this. They’ve 
talked, they've spoken, they've bragged. 
Somebody knows,” said the Rev. Michael 
Pfleger, pastor of St. Sabina. 

This marked the second wake for a slain 
officer at the Leak funeral home since May, 
when Thomas Wortham IV was fatally shot 
outside his parents’ Chatham home by thieves 
intent on stealing his motorcycle. 

Wortham’s father, Thomas III, himself a 
retired Chicago police sergeant, attended 
Bailey’s wake. He said he was stunned at the 
similarities between the shooting of Bailey 
and his son. 

“I didn’t believe it. Deja vu. Not again,”

said Wortham, who watched as his daughter 
Sandra pleaded for community help as part 
of the interfaith group appeal. “I think we 
should put forth the word that we won't tol- 
erate it, won't allow it, and we will hunt you 
down and find you wherever you are,” the el- 


der Wortham said. 

Wrencher said Bailey’s sudden absence has 
left a gaping hole in his district. 

“Tt’s like a brick out of a wall. You’re defi- 
nitely going to miss it,” the officer said. “We 
have to deal with it. It’s the nature of the job.”

A spy caper starring Angelina Jolie 
likely would do well at the box office without 
any heavy promotion, but the star of “Salt” 
doesn’t mind the extra plug her latest film got 
when life imitated art.

“Salt,” a story about a CIA operative (Jolie) 
suspected of being a double agent, hits the- 
aters Friday; It also stars Liev Schreiber, Chi- 
wetel Ejiofor and Andre Braugher. 

“T think as a culture, we're just fascinated 
with espionage and history,” Jolie said. “And 
I think when they work, a good thriller can 
surprise you and have all those elements that 
we love in movies. They can have some good 
drama, good action and a lot of surprises.”
